Mr*  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  for  1957  including  a report  on  the  Port  Health  Area. 

The  birth  rate  has  not  been  exceeded  since  1948  and  was  forty— three 
more  than  last  year,  while  the  death  rate  was  eight  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  corrected  figures  for  the  Borough  of  the  birth  and 
death  rates  are  18.8  and  9*6  per  thousand  which  provides  a coij^jarison  with 
England  and  Wales  of  16.1  and  11. 5 respectively. 

The  number  of  children  under  one  year  who  died  was  eight  being  three 
less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  of  this  number  six  died  during  the  first 
week  of  life.  Rather  vd.de  variations  must  be  expected  in  the  figures  when 
one  is  dealing  with  relatively  small  populations  but  the  infantile  mortality 
of  35.9  compares  unfavourably  v;ith  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  with  a rate 
of  23.0  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

The  number  of  children  dying  during  the  first  year  of  life  has  been 
progressively  diminishing  but  this  diminution  has  been  more  noticeable  in 
children  over  a month  old  mainly  contributed  to  by  better  environmental 
conditions  together  with  more  knowledgable  maternal,  nursing  and  medical 
care.  The  least  reduction  in  infant  mortality  is  in  children  under  one 
month  old,  especially  in  the  perinatal  group,  a term  used  to  denote  the 
stillbirths  combined  with  the  number  of  children  dying  during  the  first 
week  of  life.  The  relatively  high  perinatal  mortality  has  remained 
constant  during  the  past  ten  years  and  is  due  to  adverse  influences  on 
the  child  before  and  during  birth  and  over  v/hich  environmental  hygiene 
has  no  control. 

Other  than  Pneumonia,  there  were  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases 
and  the  four  confirmed  cases  of  poliomyelitis  made  excellent  recovery. 

The  story  of  the  infectious  diseases  including  influenza  is  covered  in  the 
body  of  the  report  - at  no  time  during  the  year  did  there  appear  any  cause 
for  alarm  and  any  fear  of  a widespread  epidemic  was  completely  unjustified. 
The  Public  Health  Department  issued,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Prac- 
titioners in  the  Borough,  a statement  to  the  Press  on  the  Influenza  epidemic 
which  I understand  proved  helpful. 

Slum  Clearance  moved  apace  during  the  year  with  a total  of  eighty- 
nine  houses  represented  but  unfortunately  at  the  rate  of  building  which 
has  been  allocated,  it  will  take  mora  than  two  years  for  all  the  residents 
to  be  rehoused,  and  there  still  remains  a substantial  number  of  unfit 
houses  which  must  be  dealt  with. 
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In  my  last  Annual  Report  I stated  that  1956  appeared  to  be  an 
unfortunate  year  statistically  - this  year,  shoves  a considerable  increase 
in  the  birth  rate  .with  a diminution  in  the  death  rate  and  infantile  mor- 
tality rate  and  these  factors  taken  together  with  the  high  average  of  age 
at  death  would  indicate  that  the  Borough  with  its  medieval  atmosphere  and 
pleasant  surroundings  and  expectation  of  better  fixture  communications  is 
a pleasant  and  healthy  place  in  which  to  grow  old# 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  obtained  a full  time  male  Clerical 
Assistant  and  this  has  proved  a boon  especially  as  your  Medical  Officer  is 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  five  other  Local  Authorities. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Hum  for  the  pleasant  manner  in 
which  he  carries  out  his  duties  and  also  to  the  Cha-irman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  advice  throughout  the  year.

IKI^CTIOUS  AI-ID  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  number  of  ini'ectious  diseases  notified  in  1957  was  31 9 > being 
263  more  than  the  previous  year,  i.e.  56  cases  in  195^.  The  large  increase 
in  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  Borough  v/as  mainly  because  of  the 
number  of  notifications  of  children  suffering  from  Y^hooping  Cough,  202  as 
against  14  during  the  preceding  year*  It  is  hoped  that  with  immunisation 
now  being  offered  to  children  against  tliis  disease  that  there  v;ill  be  a rapid 
fall  in  notifications. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  Pood  Poisoning  during  the  year  and  one 
would  naturally  v/ish  to  believe  that  this  v/as  a direct  result  of  the  intensive 
clean  food  campaign  which  is  being  constantly  waged  by  the  Health  Department 
following  the  Pood  ilygiene  Regulations  made  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 

There  were  seven  notifications  throughout  the  year  of  Poliomyelitis  - 
the  first  occurring  in  mid  July  and  the  last  one  in  mid  September.  Id-ve 
of  the  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  tv/o  v/ere  nursed  at  home.  Two 
of  the  cases  admitted  to  Hospital  were  subsequently  discharged  as  not  suffer- 
ing from  Poliomyelitis  and  in  the  case  of  another  kept  at  home,  all  tests 
failed  to  substantiate  a diagnosis  of  Poliomyelitis . The  final  result  was 
that  four  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  - tv/o  being  paralytic  and  tv/o  non-paro,lytic 
were  confirmed  and  all  made  excellent  recovery. 

Influenza 


This  is  not  a notifiable  disease  but  during  the  outbreaks  in  the  Autumn 
I was  kept  constantly  informed  by  the  iVlinistry  of  Labour  and  National  In- 
surance and  by  Head  Teachers  of  the  Paversham  Schools  of  the  progress  of  the 
disease.  It  v/ould  appear  that  the  disease  v/as  especially  prevalent  among 
ycung  adults  and  children  of  school  age  and  v/hile  less  than  one  fifth  of 
the  population  generally  appeared  to  be  affected,  upwards  to  lO'/p  of  the  school 
population  had  symptons  of  influenza.  Seven  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Inl'lu- 
enza,  three  being  male  and  four  f emale  > , v/hile  four  of  the  patients  had 
been  already  suffering  from  other  defects  which  v/ould  lower  their  natural 
resistance  to  infection.  The  ages  at  death  were:-

BIUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION 

1 . Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  County  Medical  Officer  reports  that  during  1957^  149  children  under 
5 years  of  age  and  25  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years  were  im- 
munised against  Diphtheria  and  a further  182  children  received  re-inforcing 
inoculations.  In  the  preceding  year  152  children  under  5 years  of  age  and 
21  children  between  the  ages  5 and  15  years  v/ere  inoculated. 

2.  Vaccination  Against  Smllpox 

During  the  same  period  194  primary  vaccinations  and  11  re -vaccinations 
against  Smallpox  were  carried  out.

SiUJITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TFIG  AREA 


1 . General  Sanitai 


The  public  supply  which  is  provided  by  the  Paversham  Water  Company 
is  derived  from  tv/o  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  at  Copton  and  Ospringe.  The 
storage  reservoir  is  at  Porter's  Lane.  Chlorination  is  carried  out  at 
the  Con^any's  pumping  station  at  Copton,  v/here  the  v/ater  from  Ospringe 
is  also  treated  before  it  is  received  into  the  reservoir.  The  supply 
is  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  District  and  of  excellent  quality. 


TV/elve  samples,  ten  for  bacteriological  and  two  fox*  chemical  exam- 
ination, v/ere  taken  by  the  Company  during  the  year  and  the  results  were 
very  satisfactory  in  every  case. 


All  dv/elling -houses  in  the  Council's  District  with  the  exception  of 
nine  at  Ham  Farm,  the  "Shipwright's  Arms"  at  Hollov/  Shore  and  two  School 
Farm  Cottages,  Whit stable  Road,  a total  of  twelve  houses,  are  provided 
with  a main  supply.

There  have  been  no  alterations  or  additions  under  this  heading  during 
the  year. 

(c)  Scavenging 


Scavenging  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  Surveyor.  Tipping  takes  place  at  Preston  Chalk  Pit  and  Ospringe  Brick- 
field. Trial  tipping  v;as  undertaken  during  the  year  fox*  a short  period 
at  Ham  Road  where  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  tipping  into  v/ater  filled  ex- 
cavations at  the  gravel  pits.  It  is  not  yet  decided  if  this  will  be  con- 
tinued . 


(d)  School  Sanitation 

This  is  generally  satisfactory  being  v/eil  maintained  in  good  sanitaxy 
condition . 
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(e)  Pub]j.c  Conveniences 

During  the  year  an  obsolete  tyx^e  of  iron  urinal  v;hich  frequently 
gave  cause  for  complaint,  was  removed  by  the  County  Council  from  its  site 
at  London  Road,  opposite  to  the  entrance  to  the  Mall.
